Written for college-bound Nava jo high school seniors 
and dedicated to all Native Americans, this guide presents 
information relative to preparation, for colleJgn^ entrance. The

ACT, ancl ACT rosulto) ; (3) financial aid (how aid is determined, 
univeroity ochcfcLarohipo, independent .ccholarojiipci, Navajo tribal 
aehelarshipa, Navajo health authority oeholarohips, basic oducational 
opportunity grQ.nto, ouppleiontal oducational opportunity grantO/, 
collofje wprk/st^dy programs, national direct student loans, 
guaranteed student loans, and a summary of financial aid programs • 
indicating type, form, and value) ; (tt) miscellaneous forms (housing 
application, physical f or m, ' statejaent of goals); (5) a timetable for 
the Junior year of college.

I realize that to many traditional^ Native Americans it is 
unwise to think and plan about tehe 'fut\>re, but it. will be dif- 
ficult for you to enter and feuccessfu-lly complete college 
without planning in advance. Your planning'^' should start in 
Junior High and continue through your High School graduation. 

Remember that collpge is a "Whiteman's Institution," but ^ 
also remember that: you can remain a proud American Indian and 
still successfully complete collegel 

Start your college planniTig by taking two. years of foreign ^ 
language and four years of English/ Matheraatrics , and Science 
while in high school. This will -give ^ you , the background to com- 
* pete with non-Indians pn college;' level . Even if you later 
decide not to attend college, thesfe courses will not hurt you, 
but if you do depide upaa c(j)llege ydu will be prepared. 

As' you' continue througli" high school, thir^k , about, whi^ch 
college, you will .attend and your college major. Your needs are 
important, but what about 'the ''^needs of your people if you plan 
to return' home* to work after "college? ^ 

Seek the advice- of friends and relatlLves as well'as school 
personnel. Your hi'gh s^chool counselor shpuld be willing to 
answer all- questions and furnish advisee ^(tiout your college plans. 
It is very important;, that you inform your counselor of your plans. 
-Don't wait for your counselor to approach you. If it isn't your 
counselor , you' must find someone at school that you can talk to 
about your plans. 

Ypur senior year in hi,^>/ school is most crucial, as you will 
be filling out many forms ," applications and taking tests. Don't 
^ get discouraged aS everyone must go through this priScess to get 
to college . 

You must believe in yourself^ and have confidence in your abi- 
lity. If a college education is importaVit to you, then you must 
-be willing to do Everything necsessary to achieve this go^l.

If you have a pocket full of money, the ^JROAD ^to college is 
made much easier. It would be like traveling along, Interstate 40 
to -Albuquerque . However, most of you do not have a pocket" f-ull 
af money .^and you must therefore depend upon financial help from 
outside your family if you are to attend college. 

Requiri^Vig financial help makes the 'rOAD to college roug'h, 
perhap-s-v like the pld road from Many Farms to Rough Rock, Arizona, 
which is ^ lot different from Inters t^te 40 . 

^ It is my hope that this booklet will help to make the' ROAD* 
from high school ^to college a little easier for those of you that 
will require financial aid in attending college; -not as EASY as 
Interstate 40, but not as HARD as the Rough Rock road. Somewhere 
in between, like U. S. 666 from Gallup to Tohatchi. 

this booklet is intended for use by Navajo college bound 
high school.,Aeniors . If you are not a senior,^ it should give you 
some insight as to what you will have to do as a senior in order/ 
to get intQ college. 
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CHOOSING A COLLEGE 

As you begin to read this booklet I hope that it is iTo later 
than September of your senior year in high school. 

•Your first 'big decision will be to decide which college you 
will attend qext fall, if -you haven* t already made a choice. ' 
WHICH COLLEGE IS FOR YOU IT'S UP TO YOU TO CHOOSE. Parents, 
teachers, ^friends, and counselors can HELP, but this is yolir biq 
decision to pick the college that is RIGHT for Ypu! ' 

There are a number of things to think about in choosing a 
college. With this in mind, asj^^ yourself 

WILL YOU NEED FINANpiAL HELP to attend college? If so, you * 
may want to go to' a college in your home community. Living at-^ '* 
home saves most of the roorri and board* expense, a savings that is 
only partly offset by commuting costs,-- - • 

You may want to consider a Junior College* or. Coh\munity 
College. Tuition fees are generally LOWER, and you can transfer 
to a four-year college as ^ junior. 

It may be necessary that you attend a Public College* in 
your home state. Tuition and service fees are usually MODERATE 
for residents. (Public colleges are more expensive for out of 
state residents since t^ey pay no taxes to support the schools) . 
I -strongly urge you to consider attending a* public, state sup- 
ported college in the state of your residence. (See appendix^ 
Page vii for a college costs listing) . 

It should be mentioned that Navajo Community College, Fort 
Lewis College, and Brigham Young University have a non-resident 
tuition waiver policy* Certain other colleges have special pro- 
grams for Native Americans which waive either total' or non-resi- 
dent tuition. The resident tuition fee is approximately $500 per 
year at New Mexico Stat^ apd Arizona State with an additional 
$1,000 charged to non-residents for a total tuition fe'e of $1,500. 
As a non-resident where will you get the additional $4/000 in 
tuition fees to complete your apllege education? If every Navajo - 
student would attend ^n In-state college* or one that offered 
fepetfial financial considerations, . then there would be more scholar- 
ship money avai].abi^ to help more students. The basic problem is 
MONEY THERE JUST ISN'T ENOUGH TO GO AROUND. 

The amount of Navajo Tribal and Navajo Kje^lth Authority 
Scholarship funds are NOT increasing as fast as the number of / 
college bound students. , This plus the fact ^that more students/are 
graduating from college, thus using the money longer is causing 
the money problem. Again, I encourage you ' to think very seriously 
about attending an in-state college.

ARE Y0U\INTE RESTED IN A SPECIAL FIELD (COLLEGE MAJOR) in 
which certainNqolleges are particularly outstanding? Few fiqlds 
of study are available in only one place^, or only one region 
(Southwest) of th\^country, or only in large colleges. You can 
probably pursue youK special interest in any one of several col- 
leges. It would be \Hse to check college catalogs early to make 
sure that the college af your choice offers your major, 

SHOULD YOU GO TO A SMALL OR LARGE COLLEGE? In favor of a 
small school ar^ it intimate friendships, the tendency for stu- 
derf^is, faculty, ajSd administration to be better acquainted with 
each other, the absence of distractions and confusion, and the 
fact that each student can geV more involved in extracurricular 
activities. You may prefer a \arge college if you like to meet 
all kinds ofNpeople with differWit interests and viewpoints, and 
if you want aVitjfe assortment of courses ta^Ught by a wide variety 
of prof essorsl ysince many, of you are comiag from sij^aller high' 
schools , ' you mvaht think abo-ut attending a smaller college. 

ED IN ATTENDING A COLLEGE WITH OTHER NATIVE 
SlTUDENTS? The majority of Navajo students 
of the "Four Corner" states (Utah, Colorado,^

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' . COLLEGE ADMISSION PROCEDUJEIES 

Getting admitted to college is NOT the difficult ta^k^that 
most people think. This is, especially true if you applyto an in- 
state, public college. Most in-state, public colleges will admit 
anyone from an a(CO^dited high school with a 2.0 G.P.A.* • 

Most coll^g€s list minimal admission requirements in their 
bulletins and catalogs. By checking these catalogs you can deter- 
mine your chances of getting accepted to a particular college^ 

STEP ONE in the admission process is registering for atid 
taking ^the American College Test (ACT) . There is a second test, 
Scholastic Apti-tude Test, which is required by some colleges, but 
since the A.C.T. is either REQUIRED or ACCEPTED by MOST colleges

if possible,^ you should take the t^st AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE 
vin your , final year (OCTOBER). Little ^tir nothing will be gaiue^. 
by taking the t^s^ toyard the erfd of^your school year feince the 
test is HARDER at\that time, and you would have to get more ques- 
tions right to get^ the same score as those who took the te^t ear-- 
Ij-er. Take the test at the earliest possibly date to GEtJiT OVER 
WITH, FINISHED* BEHIND YOU and that will be one less thing for yo^l- 
to worry about. In addition, by taking the test EARLY, colleges 
and scholarship agencies will receive your scores FIRST. 

It should be noted that testing centers pn or heai^ the Navajo 
Reservation do not give the examination on all the r^gular-^est 
dates. llake sure that the*^testing^enter near you is open <^n the 
date for which you plan- to take th^tesi^k Your ACt registration 
packet contains a booklet, " Taking th^ ^ACT Assessment , " which yill 
give you this information. 

(4) ABOUT THte, TEST. The ACT battery consists of FOUR tests 
that estimate your ability in 'ENGLISH, MATHEMATICS, SOCIAL STUDIES, 
and NATURAL SCIENCES. The averag* time needed to take each of the 
tests is 40 MINUTEdf*. . ^ / ^ 

THE ACT'ENGLISH USAGE is coiiaposed of PROSE PASSAGES with ^ 
cer^in sections "underlined. ^ For each underl^j^ part, sev;gral • 
alternatives (answers)- are given, and you must decide whi<5h^ne is 
correct. The test/ is designed to measure your ab^li^ to WRITE 
CORRECTLY and EFFECTIVELY, and includes examples in* PUNCTUATION? 
CAPITALIZATION, lifSAGE, PHRASEOLOCJ?, STYLE, AND ORGANIZATPlON. 

THE ACT MATHEMATICS USAGE TE!§^^ is a test of mathematical rea- 
soning ability, Ithat includes PRACTICAL QUANTITATIVE PROBLEMS, as 
well a^ mathematical techniques cbvered in high school courses. 
ADVANCED ARITHSpTIC, ALGEBRA, ar}d GEOMETRY are the principal areas

All of the questions &re multiple choice.* They require that* 
you choose the BEST possible answer out of several that are pre- 
sented to you. *^You can understand from this that yow will not be 
asked to do a lot of writing.*'.' You will have to READ, to THINK, 
to DECIDE, and to MARK DOWN the letter corresponding to the BEST 
and MOST SENSIBLE chorde in each case. 

As you c:an see, these tests are- NOT at all- like ordinary 
school tests. ^ For this reason I strpngly urge each of you to pur-

This is you ^ ""TICKET" to get into the testing'- 
si'te. You should also take with ydu TWO- soft lead^ pencils (No. 1 
or 2), and proper indenti f ica tion (Driver ' 9 license) . 

Following are some suggestions . about taking the test: (1) Be 
confident, juslb, do the best that ypu can, (2) Know in advance, that 
you will get some questions right; "somfe wrong; and leave some 
blank, (3) Don>t spend too much\, time on any one question, (4) Don't 
be afraid to leave a question bia^nk, (5) Don't, be afraid to guess 
at an answer, (6.) Go to bed EARLY the night before the- test:,. 
(7) Arriv^e on time. Be ready, (8) Re^d all directions carefully, 
(9) Thinki Avoid hurried answers, guess intelligently, (10) Re- 
phrase difficult questions for yourself. " 

I am not trying to scare you, bdt in conclusion I would like 
to add that the test is a BRAIN DRAIN. The smartest hi^h school 
senior in the United^ States will miss some of the question^. 
Since most of US are AVERAGE, we (you) will miss some questions 
and leave some blank. DON-T WORRY ABOUT IT, JUST DO TPIE BEST THAT'

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FINANCIAL AID 

financial ai^ consists of scholarships, grants/ loan^, and 
employrrtei^t which ^4;i'ngulaf ly or in combination may be awarded to 
yau. -Nln^ seiecti/g V^V ^ financial'^aid, recipient, special con- 
^ide^tion wiiy'be given to your ACADEMIC ACHIEVEMENT, CHARACTER, 
^ and^ROMISE. toweveir, in cooperation with certain gov.ernment 
programs suchr^s Sup^emehtjary* Educational Opportunity Grants 
(S.E.O.G.) and Basic E<iticalfeional Opportunity Grants O.E.O.G.) 
special consideration wiJLl be given if you show NEED. 

^ Generally, the total amount Qf financial "^id extended to "you 
"by an ^combination of so\frces (financial aid package), including 
aid from the college, will be bas^d upon your NEED. However, 
scholarships and grants Tnrfhy also be awarded for academic achieve- 
ment. 

Applicants with good high school grades from low-income 
' familie^s will qualify and receive top consideration. 

Since the average Navajo family is larger than ^fcpn-Indian 
:^airTilies,' and the average 'Navajo family Income is less than the 
rncome of Non-Indian famildes, most Navajo applicants will qualify 
for ^he maximum amount when being considered^ fot" federal grants 
because these' applicants show a high need. If these same Navaljo 
applicants have good high school grades, they will receive ^>dp 
cbrtsideration for schol^lships ais well. 

Both ACADEMIC ACHIEVEMENT (gopd high sc]:iooL grades) and HIGI^ 
NEED (large, low-income famil^ applicants) are important when 
•beingc^nsider^d for SCHOLARSHIPS ANl5^ GRANTS; but ACADEMIC ACHIEVE- 
MENT more important to be considered . for a SCHOLARSHIP and HIGH 
NEED is more import^ant to be considered for a' FEDERAL GRANT. 

HOW FINANCIAL NEED IS DETEJ^INED. The federal government re- 
quires each post-secondary inst5.tution (college) participating in 
the financial aid prbgrams to <utili:ze a uniform and systematic 
evaluation of the :^inancial tieed of a^l applicants. 

Programs requiring a NEEDS ANALYSIS* arfe: NATIONAL DIRECT 
^ STUDENT LOAN (N.D.S.L.), ^UPPLEMENTaIcJ^^UCA^^ 

GRANT (S.E.O.G.); COLLEGE WORK STUDY \ C?^S . ) , FEDERALLY ^ INSURED 
STUDENT LOAN (F.l'^S.L.), and^ some scholarships ^s indic^ated by 
the college (each type of financial aid will be discussed in de- 
tail later in this booklet) . 

The purpose for this evaluation Ib to esjtablish an amount of 
assistance (need) required b^ you, the applicant<^ which will en- 
able you t9 attehd college. This need is €he" difference between 
what yo\i and^' your family can provide , (family contribution)-v ^d 
the cost of attending college for one year. 

Those factors affecting the family contribution are:

(1) Annual Adjusted Gross Income as determined, by your parent's 
Federal Income Tax Retifrn^ (2) family size as 'indicated- by the tax , 
exemptions claimed on your parent's Federal Iiicome Tax Return. It 
is very 4mportant to note. here that federal tax exemptions can in- 
clude anyone that is dependen,t 'Upon your parents for at least one-* 
half of their support. This* could include non-relatives who do not 
live with the family, and it especially iricludes relatives who ^ive 
with the fimily. ^ (,3) the numbeJ? of your brothers and sisters who 
will also be attending college is important, as the lar:.ger 'the num- 
ber, the more expense it will be for youf family. 

Those related college Expenses are: (1)- tuition and fees, 

(2) books and supplies, (3) room and board (meals >, (4) transpor-^ " 
tation, and (5) personal expenses. Each college lists the expenses 
in the catalog. . . ^ 

Most colleges utilize the services of two National Netfds, An- 
alysis Agencies to assist in determining your needs. These are the . 
American college Tlfcsting "£>rc)gram (A.C.Ti..) needs analysis called the 
FAMILY FIN7me*fflC-ST^^ {F.F.S), and the College ScholarsKip 

Service (C.S;S.) needs analysis called the PARENT CONFIDENTIAL 
STATE^^ENT (P.C\S.). (Complete details about how to fill out the ^ 
Faimily Financial Statement (F.F.S. ) and the Parent Cftnfidential 
Statement (P.C.S.) will appear later^- in this booklet). \ 

It is important to noi:er that most colleges in the Sou€fiwest 
either request or will accept the Family Finaacial Statement. 
When in doubt you should write to your College asking which Natipnajic 
Needs Analysis Form they require: The Family Financial (F.F.S.) or . 
the Parent Coi^f idential Stateyient (P.C.S.).^

The purpose of the acadfemic- ^ 
scholarship is to recognize academic achievement. Funds usually 
eome from -the individual institution or private donors with the 
amount usually covering. TUITION AND FEES. 

ActivitJ?^' scholarships are awarded in an effort to give recog- 
nition for gjl^^eclal abilities, as in band ^nd athletics. The^e 
funds also dome from the college or private donors. 

Yo.u should, write to your college for specific information on 
eithei!^, academic or activity scholarships. It should be noted that 
most college catalogs carry a complete listing the scholarships 
grants, -and loans available at that, institution. 

(B) INDEPENDENT SCHOLARSHIPS .^ A large number of charitable orga- 
nisations have scholatship funds available for NATIVE AMERICANS.

Since this is such, an important source of college fun'ding 'for 
you a step-by-step list ""of the necessary procedures will follow, 
but first another very important' issue should be discussed and 
that is* the SCHOLARSHIP AGREEMENT. , 

The SCHOLARSHIP AGREEMENT 4 s a CONTRACT betwq,en YOU, the a^ 
.plicant, and THE NAVAJO TRIBE. The contract can best be explained 
with the following example: In our example the Navajo Tribe will' 
be Navajo Motors, an auto dealer in Gallup, N.M. , and you, the 
scjjplarship applicant, Wili be a person who has purchased a pick- 
up. Navajo Motor^s sells the pick-u*p' to' you but you must do some- 
thing in return. You MUST make monthly payments. ^f- you make 
your payments every month for -36 mmiths,^ then the pick-Up will be 
yours to do anything with, that you want. However, if you do not 
make the payments every month Navajo Motors will take the pick-up 
back from you, and the^ire you are without transportatipn. Make - 
your payments ^and everything ^is fine. Don't make your payments 
f you' will lose your pick-up.*' 

Your Navajo Tribal Scholarship Works. in the same way^ It rs 
mdte than the Tribe., just giving you money to attend college. < When 
Ypyy purchased, a pick-up, you had to do something, in return,- and if 
yo€i receive a Tribal Scholarship, you MUST do somethi|ig in re1;urn.

It is not my intent^ion to slight ther Health Authority in any 
way as they dp outstanding work with Native American youch,^ but 
the application process to apply for a Navajo Health Authority, 
Scholarship is. EXACTLY the same as that for a Navajo Tribal 
Scholarjship with onq exception; that one/exception is the "fact 
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that all Health Authority applicants MUST have definite plans to 
major* in a HEALTH or MEDICAL Degree* Program while attending col- 
lege. Since, with this one exception the application processes 
are the SAME, I will not repeat the ^pJ)lication process. If you 
are interested in majoring in a Health or Medical Degree Program 
while attending college, you are strongly urged to apply for both 
a Health Authority a^nd Tribal Scholarship. You will NOT receive 
total scholarships from both organizations, but by applying to 
both you will' have "fWO chances of receiving a scholarship. 

The Health Authority also operates a Summer Work Expei;;ience

Educational Opportunity Grant (B.E.O.G.) was initiated in the fall 
of 1973. Grants cannot ejcceed one-half of the actual cost of col- 
lege and cannot be more than '^iStO© pe^: student. IT IS A MUST THAT 
ALL NAVAJO COLLEGE BOUND STUDENTS APPLY FOR B.E.O.G. It will cost 
you 30 minutes |df your time and a 10^ stamp to possibly qualify 
for a $1200 grant. B. E.O.G, is not based on-^' high- school grades, 
but rathej: on family size and income. p.E.O.G. provides an 'EX- 
CELLENT source of college FUNDING and Navajo .students should take 
advantage of this FREE money that doesn't have to be paid ba<:k".
